It is with sadnessthat | communicate to you 
the death of J. A. Jacots, Superintendent of 
the Kentucky Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, which occurred at Danville, from a 
brief attack * a3 on the 27th of No 
vember last. To the Commonwealth, the 
death of Mr. Jacobs is a public calamity; to 
the dumb Inmates, so long the oljects of his 
care, his loss is trreparabie. 

For more than forty years he was the faith- 
fui and sealous principal of that charity. His 
entire life was devo to ita service; the 
wantsand cares of the mutes bis constant 
suey, Greater tidelity bas rarely marked 
the life of any blic servant. Active, be- 
nevolent, charitable and unobtrusive, there 
was a simplicity in bis life that won all who 
kpew him. Bat he had a higher title. He 
was a Christian, full of Mmith and fall of hau- 
molity. 

1 recommend, in token of his faithful and 
long-continved service, that some public no- 
tice be taken of his death. 

KENTUCKY RIVER, 

In accordance witb the provisions of an «ct 
of the General Assembly, passed at its inst 
session, the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund, after due advertisement, leased to the 
Kentucky River Navigation Oompany the 
locks and dams upon that river for the term 
of Ofty years, at an annual rental of fifleen 
hundred dollars.
